On Wednesday, January 22 , Teda Kelly Her¬ 
nandez, the president of the Stichting 
Amhaanse Cam aval or SAC, the foundation 
that administrates carnival events, joined In¬ 
spectors Muller and Daly of the traffic police 
to announced changes tc the final grand pa¬ 
rades conducted in Oranjestad and San Nico¬ 
las 

The changes were made to accommodate 
the expected overwhelming participation and 
number of spectators attending these final 
events of Aruba's Diamond Jubilee Carnival 
Tms special anniversary edition has generated 
so much interest and enthusiasm, the parade 
routes have been lengthened to allow for the 
beginning of the parade to see be going on by 
the time the final groups begin their march 
through the cities' streets It is anticipated the 
entire parade will exceed the existing routes, 
judging from the response to the 55 th anniver¬ 
sary carnival Tins year, it is expected it will 
be even longer 

In Oranjestad, the route will basically stay 
the same, but participants and floats will con¬ 
gregate on the Avemda Milio Croes before the 
officially entering the parade at the intersec¬ 
tion in front of the Hagemeyer store. 

It will travel the length of the Avemda Milio Croes, turn to¬ 
wards the shore front at the Vondellan, and after traversing the 
Vonderlian, turn onto L.G Smith Boulevard at the Talk of the 
Town Resort. Instead of concluding at the DOW building and 
Valero station at the western end of Oranjestad, the official 
route will continue to the rotunda next to the Wendy's at the 
B elgi estxaat where it will finish. 

In San Nicolas, rather than commencing from the Joe 
Laveist Ballpark, the parade will start at the Elmar building 
an Pastoor Henrickstraat It will travel directly to the San 
Nicolas main street, Bemardstraat, crossing to Zeewijk and 
passing behind the police and fire departments reaching the 
new rotunda and continuing the normal route winch will travel 
to the end of tire street head north far Bemardstraat and there, 
turn east towards the new rotunda at the base Lags Heights by 
bearing left where it forks. The parade will then turn north to 
Pastoor Hendrickstraat, where it will head west to the Seroe 
Preto road If the last group has not yet joined the parade, it 
will continue on the road to Seroe Preto until all groups are 
dancing through the streets 

The process of obtaining a spot to place a trailer will entail 
only the principal sections of the parade grounds, and will not 
include the extended areas on L.G Smith Boulevard past the 
Valero station nor the Seroe Preto Road. Spectators will be 
able to place chairs, shade umbrellas and coolers along these 
extended areas.

Submission of labor 
data and registration 
of personnel for 
2012-2013 


ORANJESTAD - As of 
April 1st, 2013, the labor law 
(AV 2013) became effective 
In conformity with article 2B 
and 30 of AV 2013, employ¬ 
ers are required to submit a 
copy of their labor list to the 
Department of Labor. Upon 
the request of the Director of 
the Department of Labor, the 
employer must also submit a 
registry Df their p ersonnel 

In September 2013, the 
Director of DAO requested 
all businesses via the local 
press to submit, before No¬ 
vember 30 T 2013, both their 
labor list as well as the reg¬ 
istry of all personnel. How¬ 
ever, up to today only fiQ% Df 
all active busineses complied 
with this request. 

The Director of DAG is 
informing here that the re¬ 
quested lists must be submit¬ 
ted no later than February 
14th, 2 D14. After tins date tire 
DAD will not allow far any 
further dispensation. 

On the labor list, mention 
must be made of all functions 
within the business, the num¬ 
ber of emplopyees far each 
function, the working hours, 
job schedule and rest hours 
For every branch a separate 
list must be filled out and 
submitted 

The personnel registry 
must contain all information 
of the personnel. You must 
also indicate your personnel 
needs if any for the next cal¬ 


endar year For the 2D12- 
2013 list of personnel the em¬ 
ployer must fill out a farm 
with all information of each 
personnel. There must also be 
an indication of which em¬ 
ployee does a rotation be¬ 
tween branches.

These stagnant 
water collections only be¬ 
come breeding grounds for 
mosquitos.

p 1 et ely natural so lull on c all e d 
"Yectobac" will pass at dif¬ 
ferent barrios around the is¬ 


land and spray these stangant 
waters Tins spraying action 
will eradicate the Psamphora 
mosquitos which do not 
transmit contagious diseases, 
but can become a nuisance to 
□ur community The Aedes 
Aegypti mosquito can also be 
present in these stagnant wa¬ 
ters. Tins type of mosquito is 
known for transmitting the 
Dengue disease 

The spraying of the natu¬ 
ral sub st an ce b emg use d is to - 
tally harmless to the 
community, hence, there is 
no need to close windows 
and doors during the spray¬ 
ing. The stagnnat waters are 
mostly found in the Sa- 
vaneta/Pos Chiquito areas, as 
well as in Hoard and at other 
areas around the island 
For more information you 
can contact the GKMB de¬ 
partment at Tel 535-3325 or 
the Department of Pyblic 
Health at 522-42DO.

Ecuador’s Correa wants US 
military to leave 


QUITO (AFP) - Ecuador's 
leftist President F-afael Cor¬ 
rea said Wednesday lie would 
ask the United States to with¬ 
draw American military per¬ 
sonnel assigned to its 
embassy in Quito. 

Correa said he became 
aware of what he described 
as an out sized presence after 
learning that four US military 
personnel were aboard an 
Ecuadoran military helicop¬ 
ter that came under fire on 
October 3 last year near the 
border with Colombia 

"Tliat's when we learned 
of all this, of the military 
group, nearly 5Q military per¬ 
sonnel This is inconceiv¬ 
able," he told foreign 
reporters. 

"Unfortunately, these peo¬ 
ple have been so infiltrated in 


all the sectors that what is 
scandalous appeared nor¬ 
mal." 

Correa, an economist by 
training who has long railed 
ag a: list Am en ca's 41 imp en al - 
ism" in its Latin American 
backyard, said Quito was "al¬ 
ready taking measures" to ad¬ 
dress the issue 

US Embassy spokesman 
Jeffrey Wemshenker said the 
United States had not yet re¬

HAVANA (AFP) - For the 
first time in half a century, 
Cubans are being allowed to 
rent homes and commercial 
properties under a decision 
announced by the govern¬ 
ment Wednesday. 

The measure allows 
"Cuban individuals residing 
in Cuba" to use "real estate 
leasing services offered by 
authonzed real estate enti¬ 
ties," according to the resolu¬ 
tion in the Communist-run 
nation's Official Gazette 
It also stipulates that 
Cubans cannot rent proper¬ 
ties for use as ’international 
schools, news agencies and 
NGOs." 

Newspaper Juventud Re- 
belde noted that leased prop¬ 
erty could be used for 
"housing, offices, shops and 
warehouses “ 

Until now, only institu¬ 
tions or foreign residents 
could rent property from real 
estate agencies in Cuba 
winch are either state-owned 
or mixed capital ventures. 


'This is great Up until 
now there were people who 
had the money, but could not 
rent through a real estate 
agency," said Gris el Es¬ 
pinosa, 43, who sells T-shirts 
in the main handi iraft fair in 
Old Havana 

Trinket seller Illinois 
E-orges, 38, said he liked the 
idea "that if you make a good 
deal, you can rent a space, 
even if it's small." 

The rule is the latest m a 
series of reforms by the gov¬ 
ernment of President Raul 
Castro that is very slowly 
opening the island's commu¬ 
nist economy to limited pri¬ 
vate enterprise 

With thousands mare 
workers privately employed, 
the new measure gives 
Cubans broader alternatives 
to state-provided housing and 
commercial space. 

With a papulation of 11 1 
million, Cuba now has some

ployed" workers, largely clus¬ 
tered in the service industries.

the epicenter of violence be¬ 
tween the vigilantes and the 
cartel, which engages m kid¬ 
napping, extorsion and other 
crimes h esides drug trafficking 
Sick of the years of abuse, 
the vigilantes rose up with the 
support of many farming com¬ 
munities m Tierra Cahente. 

But they have raised eye¬ 
brows because they seem, sus¬ 
piciously well-funded. They 
drive expensive bucks and use 
AK-47 assault rifles. The suspi¬ 
cion is that they are financed by 
some other cartel that wants to 
take Knights Templar territory. 

“We really do not know 
where their interests lie. They 
must be some that are linked to 
drug traffickers, but it is clear 
that they got fed up with mak¬ 
ing payoffs to the Knights 
Templar," said a woman in the 
city of Apatzmgsn who re¬ 
fused to give her name 
People m Tierra Cahente 
have spent months in a state of 
alert They are trapped in the 
crossfire between the Knights 
Templar and the vigilantes, 
who have taken control m 
some 20 towns to try to expel 
ffie drug cartel 
Added to the mix tins week 
were thousands of federal po¬ 
lice and army troops sent in by 
President Enrique Pena Nieto 
to try to pacify the region Like 
many other parts of Mexico it. 
has been plagued by drug-re¬ 
lated violence for years, but it 
is now the mam security issue 
facing the president as he 
wages war on the cartels. The 
conflict has left, more than 
77,000 people dead in drug-re¬ 
lated violence since 2 DOd. 


MONTREUX (AFP) - UN 
leader Ban Ki-moon told 
Syria's warring sides at a peace 
conference m Switzerland 
Wednesday that the time had 
come for negotiations to end

UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - A 
United Nations envoy warned 
Wednesday that cholera deaths 
in Haiti will surge and spread 
to other countries unless more 
fonds are found to battle the 
epidemic. 

More than 3.3ED people 
have alre ady di ed from 
cholera, that started in 2010 
and many blame on UN peace¬ 
keepers based in the impover¬ 
ished Caribbean nation. 

But special envoy Pedro 
Medrano told AFP in an inter¬ 
view til at legal wrangling over 
the epidemic has to be put aside 
in order to tackle the sweeping 
advance of tire disease. 

Medrano said cash is lack¬ 
ing for purification tablets, 
anti-biotics and staff to keep 
up a campaign that lias cut the 
number of victims over the 
past two years. 

If funds are not found before 
tins year's rainy season starts in 


May, "we will face a very dark 
situation." 

The £55,000 new cases re- 
p oiled in 2013 were the lowest 
reported yet but still more than 
550 people died, according to 
UN figures 

Medrano said that unless 
funds are found the UN esti¬ 
mates that the number o f cases 
could double tins year and 
deaths increase four fold. 

"If we are not prepared to 


make the investment now, w r e 
will have tins year perhaps 
close to ISO,000 cases and 
even up to 2,000 fatalities," he 
said. 

Hie strain of cholera, that 
ongmaSly came from South 
Asia, has already been re¬ 
ported in Mexico, Cuba and 
Dominican Republic with 
some deaths. 

A single case of cholera in a 
Peruvian port in the 1990s 
spread to IS South American 
countries and killed 10,000 
people, Medrano noted. 

The UN assistant secretary

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Verizon reveals 320,000 
US data queries in 2013 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Veri¬ 
zon on Wednesday became the 
first major US telecom earner 
to release a “transparency re¬ 
po it," and said it received 
330,000 data queries last year 
m the United States alone. 

Verizon also said it received 
between 1,000 and 0,0DO “na¬ 
tional security letters" from US 
officials, and had law enforce¬ 
ment requests in 13 other 
eountries where it has opera¬ 
tions 

The big telecom firm last 
month said it would follow the 
lead of big technology firms 
including Google, Apple and 
Microsoft m issuing die trans¬ 
parency reports. 

The comp ames have been 
under scrutiny in light of reve¬ 
lations of wide-ranging US 
government surveillance pro¬ 
grams 

AT&T also said last month it 
would issue a transparency re¬ 
port 

Verizon said its 3013 data 
for the United States included 
subpoenas, court orders, war¬ 
rants and emergency requests 
from law enforcement. 

"We do not release customer 
information unless authorized 
by law, such as a valid law en¬ 
forcement demand or an ap- 
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propnate request in an emer¬ 
gency involving the danger of 
death or senous physical in¬ 
jury," the company said m die 
report. 

More than 164,000 of the re¬ 
quests were subpoenas from 
US law enforcement, which 
Verizon said compelled the 
company to comply. 

"The subpoenas we receive 
are generally used by law en¬ 
forcement to obtain subscriber 
information or the type of in¬ 
formation that appears on a 
customer's phone bill," the 
company said 

"More than half of the sub¬ 
poenas we receive seek only 
sub s crib er mfonnati on. that l s, 
those subpoenas typically re¬ 
quire us to provide the name 
and address of a customer as¬ 
signed a given phone number 
or IP address" 

It also received more than 
70,000 court orders signed by 
a US judge and 36,000 war¬ 
rants which require probable 
cause that the data sought is 
linked to a crime, Verizon said 

More than 50,000 cases 
were emergency requests for 
information from law enforce¬ 
ment, it added. 

Outside the United States, 
the largest number of requests 
came from Germany (3,996) 
and France (1,347), Verizon 
said 

The company said it did not 
hack the percentage of cases 
where it provided data, but will 
do so in the future. 

Verizon said it would reject 
a request in cases where a de¬ 
mand "is facially invalid" or 
"overly broad or vague." 

The companies are not al¬ 
lowed to disclose requests 
from the secret Foreign Intelli¬ 
gence Surveillance Court, but 
tech firms have been pressing 
for permission to reveal this 
data. 
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Bankers spar over health of 
markets after crisis 


DAVOS (AFP) - Heavy¬ 
weights m the banking world 
dii Wednesday debated 
whether the financial crisis 
had turned a real corner, or 
whether the demons of the 
past could fast return 

“Markets are safer," said 
Douglas Flint, chief executive 
of Anglo-Asian banking giant. 
HSBC, sitting at a roundtable 
debate at the World Economic 
Forum in Davos. 

“It would he extraordinary 
and a shocking indictment if 
after six year of a crisis the 
system wasn't better than it 
was before the crisis," he said. 

To Flint, much had been 
done since the terrifying days 
of the Lehman Brothers bank 
collapsem 3DOS 

He said banks today spent, 
more time on regulatory mat¬ 
ters than ever before and the 
industry showed more self 


regulation than any other, save 
perhaps the nuclear sector. 

“Regulatory matters, over¬ 
sight, probably takes mini¬ 
mum of 50 percent of board 
time and more likely two- 
thirds of board time," he said. 

But Paul Singer, head of in¬ 
vestment firm Elliott Manage¬ 
ment was far mare doubtful on 
the progress made since the 
crisis and feared that measures 
taken, especially by central 
banks, may have created as yet 
unknown tin eats. 

In the past few years, cen¬ 
tral banks, led by the US Fed¬ 
eral Reserve, have pumped 
unprecedented sums of cash 
into the world financial sys¬ 
tem without having any real 
understanding of how the pol¬ 
icy could play out in the long 
term, he said. 

“There is no telling whether 


the unwinding of that policy 
will be moderately disruptive, 
not disruptive at all" or bring 
a "cascade" of "intense and 
brutal changes m the prices of 
stacks and bonds," he said.

Venezuela limits access to 
dollars at official rate 


CARACAS (AFP) - Venezuela 
said Wednesday it would allow 
only imp oilers of ingh priority 
goods like food to buy dollars at 
the official rate, forcing others to 
pay nearly twice as much. 

Rafael Ramirez, Venezuela's 
vice president for economic af¬ 
fairs, insisted die move was not 
a devaluation of the national cur¬ 
rency, the bolivar, even though it. 
would have that effect for those 
who need US dollars but are not 
on the pnonty list. 

"This is not a devaluation. 
Tins is a different exchange sys¬ 
tem," Ramirez said in announc¬ 
ing the move 

Under the new regime 
Venezuela will only proride dol¬ 
lars at the official rate of 6.3 bo¬ 
livars to $1 to importers of

designated priority goods like 
food and medical supplies. 

Others who need dollars to 
pay overseas bills will have to 
buy them at government-run 
auctions, where |i costs an av¬ 
erage 1 of 1.3 bolivars 
Venezuelans seeking dollars 
for travel, remittances abroad or 
nan -pn onty imp orts will have to 
buy them at auction market 
Ramirez said. 

Here die big issue is, do we 
give dollars to travelers or to 
bring m food"? Do we give dol¬ 
lars to speculators or do we 
bung in goods that are essential 
to Dur industry?" he said. 

Venezuela has been plagued 
vntli widespread shortages of 
staples and other goods under its 
system of strict currency con¬ 
trols. 


That m turn has helped fuel 
inflation, which is running at 56 
percent a year 

But critics say corruption has 
flourished under the system as 
those with access to dollars at 
die official rate sell them in die 
black market where the rate now 
hovers at 60 bolivars to the dol¬ 
lar. 

Amid pressures for a devalu¬ 
ation, President Nicolas Madura 
has vowed to keep the official 
rate in place. 

Ramirez, who is also presi¬ 
dent of die state-oil company 
that generates 96 percent of die 
country's foreign revenues, sad 
diat in 3014 the government 
plans to exchange $43 billion 
worth of bolivars, $114 billion 
of it through the government-run 
secondary market.

The injury to the SO mrllion-euro (£50,4m, $82.5 m) striker also stole the headlines from 
tiny Corsican club L'lle-Rousse, of the fifth division, who stunned the holders Bor¬ 
deaux. In a game played in Ajaccio because their own ground was not deemed suitable 
for the tie, L'lte-Rousse held out at 0-0 for 120 minutes before winning 4-3 in a penalty 
shoot-out. There was considerable drama on Tuesday too as Marseille lost 5-4 at home 
to south-coast rivals Nice while three other Ligue 1 sides - AC Ajaccio, Sochaux and 
SC Bastia - all lost to second-tier opponents. As a result, only seven Ligue 1 clubs will 
enter the draw for the last 10 of the competition.

Spanish judge hears case over 
Neymar deal: 



MADRID (AFP| - A Spanish judge Wednesday agreed to 
hear a case lodged against Barcelona president Sandro 
Roseil over the signing of Brazilian striker Neymar. 
Judge Pablo Ruz of the National Court in Madrid issued 
a ruling accepting the case but adding that there was no 
"urgency or necessity" to hear Roselks testimony at this 
stage. Barcelona have maintained since the signing was 
made last May that the whole operation cost the cEub 57.1 
million euros ($77 million), but that they couldn't divulge 
how much each of the parties involved in the deat had 
received on confidentiality grounds. That led to a mem¬ 
ber of the fan-owned club, Jordi Cases, lodging a com¬ 
plaint last month against Resell alleging 
misappropriation because members did not know the 
"real destination” of 40 million euros supposedly paid to 
Neymar family business M&N, Ruz subsequently de¬ 
manded Barca hand over the contracts involved in the 
deal, as well as the club's financial accounts for the past 
three years. And he said the contents of the complaint 
and documents received from Barcelona provided "suf¬ 
ficient elements” for the case to proceed. He ordered a 
commission of inquiry to travel to Brazil to obtain a copy 
of the 21-year-old Neymar’s contract with former club 
Santos and for the contracts lodged with football’s gov¬ 
erning body FIFA to be released. The judge also in¬ 
structed Neymar to submit a contract he had signed with 
N&N ceding future financial rights. Reports in Spain have 
estimated that the total cost of the transfer coul d be well 
in excess of the figure claimed by the club. Ruz also or¬ 
dered the club to hand over the documentation on a 7.9 
million euro deal agreed for the Catalans to have first- 
option to buy three Santos youth team players and an 
agreement for the two clubs to play two friendlies for 
which Barca would pay the Brazilians nine million euros. 
At a press conference on Monday, Roseli reiterated that 
the total cost of the transfer was 57,1 million euros and 
said he would welcome the opportunity to be called to 
give evidence to clarify matters. 

However, the judge said there was no "urgency or neces¬ 
sity" to hear Rosett's testimony until the preliminary in¬ 
quiry was more advanced.

PARIS (AFP) - Aprosecutor in 
Paris on Wednesday called for 
the case against French foot¬ 
ball stars Franck Ribeiy and 
Kamn Benzema, accused of 
having sex with an underage 
prostitute, to be dropped ‘pure 
and simple". 
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Jean-JulienXavier-Rolai ex¬ 
plained to the court in die 
French capital that it was im¬ 
possible for die prosecution to 
prove tliat the two footballers 
knew that Zahta Debar was 
under the age of IS when they 
allegedly paid for sex with her. 

Although the age of consent 
is IS m France, paying for sex 
with anyone under IS is a 
crime blit Debar, who later 
gained fame as a lingerie 
model and designer, had lied 
about her age, the court heard 

News of the investigation 
into Bayern Munich winger 
Ribery, now 30,. and R.eal 
Madrid striker Benzema, 2d, 
broke just before France's dis¬ 
astrous 201D World Cup cam¬ 
paign 

Ribery has admitted having 
sex with Debar after she was 
flown to Munich in 2009 as a 
"present" for Ins 26th birthday, 
but insists he could not have 
known she was not IS at tire 
time. 

Benzema, who is accused of 
paying for sex with Debar in a 
Paris hotel when she was 1(5,. 
denies that any encounter took 
place. 

The charges against the duo 
carry posable prison sentences 
of three years plus a fine of 
45,000 euros ($61,000) 

None of Debar, Benzema or 
Ribery have attended the hear¬ 
ing, which opened on Monday 


NEW YORK (AFP) - 
Masahiro Tanaka, the Japan¬ 
ese pitcher who went unbeaten 
last season, signed a seven- 
year Major League Baseball 
deal worth $155 million with 
the New York Yankees on 
Wednesday 

The 2 5-year-old right-han¬ 
der, whose contract is the 
major leagues' highest for an 
Asian-bom player, went 24-0 
with a 1 27 earned-run aver¬ 
age and IS3 strikeouts with 
only 32 walks in 212 inning 
for the Japan Senes champion 
Rakuten Eagles 

The Yankees spent another 
$20 million in a posting fee to 


the Eagles to obtain Tanaka, 
who was sought by several US 
clubs and considered the best 
pi teller available by most 
teams. 

Tanaka, who reportedly has 
an opt-out clause after four 
years in the contract, spent 
seven seasons with Rakuten, 
debuting at age IS and going 
99-35 with a 2.30 eamed-run 
average in 175 games while 
striking out 1.23S batters over 
1,315 innings. 

His deal ranks as the fifth- 
highest for a pitcher m Major 
League Baseball history, trail¬ 
ing the seven-year deals for 
Clayton Kershaw of the Lds 


Angeles Dodgers at $215 milt 
lion, Detroit's Ju stm Verl ander 
at $ ISO million, Seattle's Felix 
Hernandez at $175 and his 
new Yankee teammate, C.C. 
Sabatkia, at $ Id I million. 

Tanaka fills out. a Yankee 
starting rotation that includes 
Japan's Hiroki Kura da, Do¬ 
minican Ivan Nova and 
Sabatkia 

The Yankees and other 
major league clubs were faced 
with a Friday deadline to reach 
a deal with Tanaka or see him 
return to Japan for another 
season. 

With the signing, the Yan¬ 
kees figure to soar well be¬ 
yond the $1§9 million m 
salaries they had hoped to 
spend for their 2014 cam¬ 
paign 

The Yankees won only S5 
games last season, finishing in 
third place in the American 
League East division, but have 
added free agents Carlos Bel¬ 
tran and Jacoby EUsbury to the 
lineup in the off-season and 
with Tanaka have bolstered 
then pitching to return to con¬ 
tention for a playoff spot

IIS cautious on 
Russian security 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
White House stopped short of 
expressing full confidence m 
Russia's Olympics security op¬ 
eration on Wednesday follow¬ 
ing a call between presidents 
Barack Obama and Vladimir 
Putin. 

The leaders discussed how 
to ensure next month's Winter 
Games in the Black Sea res oil 
of Sochi are "safe and secure," 
as well as US o ffers of security 
assistance, m a call on Tuesday. 

At a White House bnefing, 
spokesman Jay Carney said 
that there was “concern" in 
Washington about an uptick in 
reporting of threats by Islamic 
extremists relating to the Socln 
Gaines 

He said the United States 
would send diplomatic security 
and FBI agents who would li¬ 
aise with Russian security offi¬ 
cials to protect American 
athletes and spectators. 

But he did not take several 
opportunities offered by jour¬ 
nalists to express full confi¬ 
dence in Russia's preparations, 
amid growing concern in 


Washington -- and claims by 
some lawmakers — that 
Moscow is not taking advan¬ 
tage of US offers of assistance. 

At the State Department, 
spokeswoman Mane Harf de¬ 
flected a query as to whether 
Washington had full confi¬ 
dence m die Russian effort, but 
added that Washington knew 
Moscow was “committed to 
doing everything they can in 
terms of security" 

The careful public tone 
adopted by the administration 
could signal a desire to avoid of¬ 
fending or antagonizing Russia 
in tiie run-up to the Games while 
concerns are expressed privately 
with top Russian officials. 

The call between Putin and 
Obama came amid signs of 
subtle but rising pressure on 
Russia over securing the 
Games from Washington. 

Islamist insurgents based in 
North Caucasus republics such 
as Dagestan who are seeking 
their own independent state 
have vowed to disrupt the 
Sochi Games in an effort to un¬ 
dermine PuSm.
